They may 
concoct all sorts of difficult problems 
for a car, yet never quite match 
the astonishing things owners will 
try to do with it. 
Time To Drive Clean 
We are coming to the season of 
year when there will be the daily 
problem of trying to keep the car 
looking half-way presentable. Spring 
rains, heavy thaws and all tile mess 
of the winter's breaking up impose 
a heavy burden on the overworked 
car. Keeping it clean can be less 
of a problem under such circum­ 
stances if you remember to drive 
clean. Avoid those puddles, or at 
least slow down when yoii go into 
them.
